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Upcoming Meetings: 
June 8: Annual auction 


Highlights from the May Meeting: 


Club president Jerry Skoll, KC9DTB, started the meeting at 7:24 pm. He announced that 
he had received word earlier that evening that Jeff Butler, KCOHSZ, had a stroke with an 
aneurysm, and was going to be taken off life support this evening. Jerry also announced 
that Ron Williams, W9YZ, had passed away on May 8. Self introductions were done, 
there were 47 in attendance at the meeting. Jerry announced that Jay Willever, KOLJW, 
the club's treasurer, will be moving to Denver at some point in the near future. Jerry 
asked if anyone present would be interested in filling in as interim treasurer. Jerry 
announced that the Indianapolis Radio Club will be going in with the Hendricks County 
club for Field Day. The Broad Ripple Hamfest will be the first weekend in August, at a 
location to be determined. The June meeting will be the annual auction. Jerry announced 
that tomorrow from noon until 5 at the War Memorial station, the annual Military Cross- 
Band event will occur. Jim Rinehart, K9RU, announced that monthly testing will 
continue alternating months between the east side at the IPSC facility, and the west side 
Salvation Army facility around Lafayette Square. Tomorrow's testing will be at the IPSC 
facility. Tom Chance, K9XV, announced the new 147.21 repeater, located at 500' on the 
old MECA tower at State and Washington. He is wanting to get some testing on this 
repeater to see it's coverage, especially for handhelds. It will be linked to the 224.8 for 
the Tuesday 220 net. Travis Vetters, W8QHV, announced that the old 145.29 is back on 
the air from the Coatesville area. Jerry said we were going to start having a portion of the 
monthly meetings dedicated to a little “technical help” time, for those with technical 


questions that have them stumped. Ron Cooper, WB9DKL, started with a question 
regarding getting firewall penetration on his Hyundai Accent. 


Next Jerry introduced Burt Williams, Disaster Coordinator from Salvation Army. Burt 
related his experiences from the Henryville tornado. They served over 1000 meals from 
the canteen. There was an abundance of food donated from various sources for this 
event. Burt said that so far the Salvation Army has given away $60,000 for relief efforts. 
Burt talked about their efforts to keep a local vendor in business by buying their meals 
from this vendor. Burt said he was very glad to have his radio license, because of the 
additional communications it affords him. Burt said the Salvation Army is now in long 
term recovery mode in Southern Indiana. Burt next introduced Peggy McNary, N9QT. 
She is the SATERN coordinator for the state of Indiana. Peggy made sure every one 
knew the difference between Red Cross and the Salvation Army. The Salvation Army 
was started in England in 1865 by William Booth for soul-saving. It was formed as an 
“Army of God”. A Salvation Army officer is an ordained minister. The Salvation Army 
is not a social services agency, but a church. It does not charge for services. It works on 
donations only. SATERN was born out of necessity by WW9E, Major Pat McPherson, 
when he was sent to a disaster scene, and didn't want to leave the disaster scene without 
support. The Salvation Army provides support for the disaster workers, as well as the 
survivors. Peggy said that SATERN isn't used as often as it could be, since the Salvation 
Army sometimes forgets that they are in place. The new leader of SATERN is Richard 
Shirran, VE3NUZ. Peggy said she spends probably 50% of her time convincing the 
state's Salvation Army leaders that they need SATERN. The Salvation Army, since 9/11, 
has started requiring training for everyone, except SATERN members, so far. Peggy said 
the Salvation Army is starting to want SATERN volunteers to also be general volunteers, 
as well. A new manual is being developed for SATERN, with possible levels of 
available deployment. There isa SATERN HF net on 14.265 MHz Monday through 
Saturday at 15:00 UTC.

Jerry announced there are still some tickets available for the bus to Dayton. Door Prizes 
were awarded, and adjournment was at 8:30 pm.

When hams were asked to supply 
emergency communications volunteers for the Indianapolis Air Show, he was first in line 
to sign up. 


Jeff and Penny joined others in the GPS Lunch Hunts I used to have...always making fun 
of certain points along the way. In May 2007, Jeff participated in a National Level 
Exercise named Ardent Sentry 07. He was assigned to the Ham Radio Command Center 
in Muscatatuck Training Area in Southern Indiana. 


Jeff was a long-standing member of the Indianapolis Radio Club, Marion County ARES 
and Marion County RACES. He always asked what he could do to help. For quite some 
time, Jeff was the first ham to arrive at the Marion County Emergency Operations Center 
(EOC) when severe weather would threaten the county. He would listen and inform the 
EOC Manager what was happening in the county as the storms would pass through. 


Jeff always had something to say on every subject...sometimes he would disagree with 
you just to see the reaction he could get from you. 


He was a friend, husband, comrade, and volunteer. Jeff was always giving of himself to 
others; he will be missed.

NEW HIGH PROFILE REPEATER EAST OF DOWNTOWN 


As was announced at the meeting, there is a new repeater on the air in Indianapolis 
transmitting at a frequency of 147.21 MHz (receiving at 147.81), with its antenna at 
approximately 500 feet on one of the MECA towers at Willard Park (State Avenue and 
Washington Street). The repeater is in a “barebones” test mode currently, using old 
feedline and an antenna cut for the 155 MHz range. In time, it will have new feedline, 
and an antenna designed for the ham bands, as well as a pre-amp, power-amp, and multi- 
function controller. The primary purpose of this repeater is to support the emergency 
communication needs of Indiana Department of Homeland Security District 5 counties 
(Marion and “donut” counties), and was made possible via funding from the IDHS, with 
the City of Indianapolis donating tower space. The callsign of the repeater is the Marion 
County Emergency Management Agency's, KC9JYA. By the way, for those that have 
been on the air for a while, if this frequency sounds familiar, it is the same frequency pair 
that used to be on the Naval Avionics repeater. Feel free to jump on the repeater to give 
it a “test drive”. So far, it's range is pretty impressive.
